WASHINGTON, March 4.—(Trover ClevB- • 


land of Hew York, thrice nominated for ; 
President 
of the United States, and j 


twice elected, was today euceeeafully in-1 
ducted into that high office for hie sec-; 
ond term with all appropriato ceremo- 
nies and the gathering of a mighty mul- 
titude. 


The last occasion was greater than the 


first. 


Th) military and civic display wafl 


more imposing. 


In 1885 there were not more than 25,- 


000 in Hiio, at tho outside. 


In the inaugural parade today nt least 


40,000 inarched along the groat national 
avenue. 


Today also tho governors of elovuii 


HtRtea participated in tho ceremonies, 
thereby enipbtiBizmu complete national 
unity. 


Tho morning opened with n heavy fall 


of wet snow and everything looked de- 
cidedly wintry. At 11.30 o'clock Cleve- 
land entered a four-in-hand from the 
Arlington hotel mid proceeded to the 
White House. IJofore ho left the hotel 
Mrs. Cleveland throw her urma about 
hie neck and kioHed him God speed. 


THE onuim or I'nocBUDiNG 


TCfla almost identically tho same as foor 
years ago, with the action of the chief 
participants reversed, and differed very 
little except in official demonstration 
from tho ceremonies ot eight years ago, 
which brought Cleveland to Washington 
for the first time in bin public career. 


There were four great features of the 


inauguration today—the closing bourn of 
congress, into which so much law mak- 
ing and hietory is BO frequently crowded; 
the ride of tho retiring President and 
Vice President elect with their militnry 
escort from the White Uouee to the capi- 
tol to lay down anJ take up tho reins of 
power, leejioutivolyj tho pageant of the 
returning uroceflsioti ador tho inaugura- 
tion, and tliu inaugural ball.

In the cen- 
ter was an arch forty-two feet high, 
handsomely draped, surmounted by the 
arms of tuo United Stated; on the ex- 
treme ri«ht, the coat of arms of New 
York, Ctovohuid'a ntato; on the ex- 
treme left, the coat of arm1, of Illinois, 
StoveuBon'B ptate. Between tbem weio 
armorial bearing of tho thirteen originAl 
atntee,each surmounted by a Hag bearing 
its name. 


Cushioned seats were provided for the 


President und cabinet, who surrounded 
him, and folding chairs for the diplo- 
matic corps immediately behind him. 
On tho other side were seats for the sen- 
ators and members of tbe house and in- 
vited gUUBtfl. 


Capital hill as far na the eye could 


roach from the eastern front of tho capi- 
tol, was an undulating eea of humanity, 
assembled to witness the administration 
of the oatli of office to tho now President 
by Chief Justice Fuller and to hear the 
inaugural address. 


The escortinn division of the parade 


was composed ot artillery, cavalry and 
infantry of tho regular army and ma- 
rines, with the national guard of the dis- 
trict, the high school cadet regiment and 
other local organization a. It assembled 
in the neighborhood 
of

House, war, fltote nnd navy building, 
ormnd in columns with sections of 
twolve each and marched down tbe ave- 
nue, accompanying

TWO WARDS GAVK MAJORITIES 


Tlie First, Second and Third Wards 


Wcut .Sulkily Agaiust the 


Proposition. 


King Jupiter Pluvius took a modest 


baud in the special election by pouring 
down grent volumes of wa'er as tiinoly 
BUKKCBtiona of the city'a need for addi- 
tional suworaye facilities; but tho pro- 
photic ("lectors, while miudful of this 
hint, resolved also that iu tbo construc- 
tion of this improvemc-nt the money 
should he appropriated according to tho 
etrict letter and intent of the law, and 
that all contracts should ho lot to tho 
lowest bidder. There wore also voters 
who believed that tbo Bum OBkod for was 
much too large and that the sewerage 
system could be completed .'or §50,000. 


The election, aa every resident well 


understood, was to submit to every qual- 
fled voter tho proposition of incur- 
ring a beaded indebtedness of some 
$75,000, bonds for the municipal im- 
provement, to be issued, however, only 
jn case tho proposition wag accepted by 
two-thirds of tbe qualified voters. Those 
who favored tbe issuance of the bonds 
failed of that two-third vote—in fact, tho 
vote Bgoinet their issuance was larger 
than that for it. 


Taking as a teBfc the total vote polled 


in November for sheriff, which waa 2104, 
that cast yesterday (716) was only about 
one-third, The nctiva work at the five 
polling places was apparently done by 
those who favored the issuance of tbe 
bonds. 


AUord'a ward, the Fifth, which is 


already provided with sewers cast the 
Largest majority (07) in favor ol the 
bolide, aud tho ward reproeonted by 
Fahey tho next largest. 
It goea without siying, however, that 


althonght the vote wee against tho bonds 
it io ngt the fixed Boutiment of the voting 
population of Fresno city. Those who 
know and have the means to feel the 
public puleo on the question appreciate 
and are convinced that the city senti- 
ment ia in favor of a completion of the 
newer system, but that tba voluru prefer 
to wait until after the city election before 
adding to the bonded iadobte-Jneea of 
the city. 


Tho proposition, however, ia not dead 


without hope of resurrection. The feel- 
ing in favor 
of 
the 
bonda IB etroiig 


enough to carry it hereafter by a hand- 
some vote after tho personnel of tho in- 
coming council suflll hnve been deter- 
mined. 


Tho total local vote cnot yesterday wan 


716, and to have carried tbe day 470 
votes in fnvor of Iho bomla should have 
Lioon put in. Of that number tlie friends 
of tho bonds lacked 127. The opposition 
in fai't oaat aeventuen votoa raoro than 
tlie total for tho bonds and thus wou tho 
day and carried (ho prindpio involved.

Delta. About $1^0 of tho money be- 
longed to Agent McPheo, and tho re- 
mainder was partly the Southern Pa- 
cific's and tbe Wells-JTargo express com- 
pany'e. 
The lobbora drove up in a cart to a 


peach orchard about 150 yards from the 
depot and hitched their horses, shortly 
after theweat baund passenger train had 
passad on ila way io Huron. 
Placing 


two rod bandana maeka over their faces 
thoyenlore:! the depot, rudely pushing 
tho door open. Operator McPuee and u 
young man were ia tbe oflico, and when 
thoy turned aroimd to seo who their vis- 
itors were they met the gezs of two 
masked robbera with drawn revolveis. 


The operator waa ordered to open up 


tbo safe and hand over tho cash, if they 
valued their lives. McPheo WBS badly 
scared nnd be LOUIplied with tho request 
as rap'dly as he could under the exciting 
circumstances. 
After 
securing 
the 


money tho robbora told McPheo and the 
young man, who la employed in tho do- 
pot, to remain in t'<eir eeata and not to 
speitk lor thirty minutes, on pain of bi:- 
ing riddled with suot. The men ruado 
their way to their cnrt and horeo nnd 
tben drove away in the bright moon- 
light. For over thirty minutes the two 
young men did not speak, (oaring that 
tho robbers were watching them, ready 


After a long and! painful silence tbe 
young men mastered au sufficient cour- 
age to get out and give tbe alarm, and in 
a few minutes tbe people of the little 
villatce had heard the startling uewe. A 
report of the robbery was tu'egraphed to 
the railroad ollluiala and tlie county of- 
ficers. 


Tue fact that the contemplated robbery 


was known beforehand by Pat J. Oouway 
of Tulare, and by others whom be told, 
was considered mysterious. Mr. Oou-

Goaben to wait for developments. It 
was learned there that the robbery had 
been committed at Armonn, (IB narrated, 
m yesterday's Ddlta. 


Conway was in town yesterday, and to 


those he had imparted information of 
the projected robbery on tbe day before 
he oaid: ''I told you BO." He BBI3 he 
hod teen the robbers during tbo morn- 
ing not far from tbia city, and they au- 
pearod to bo very norvoup.

EDITOU RicpuiiLtcAK.—"When foola be 


in authority tho people mourn," was 
written by the wise man of old.

better go into mourning, as witness the 
following:

plants and vines in yards ttre infested 
with scale iueectg, codliu. moth and 
other pests injurious to fruit trees aud 
plants. 


"In compliance with the section of an 


act approved March 31, 1891, it is hereby 
oidercd that all tress, ptants and vines 
eo infested bo disinfected or destroyed 
within twenty days from this date. 


"President county board of horticult- 


ural commissioners." 


The codlin moth passes tho winter us- 


ually in tho chrysalis state, but fre- 
quently also in the worm or larva state. 
To be euro, they may be found in tbe 
rough bark of orchard trees, and more 
especially in partially decayed wood; 
but for every one that can be found 
about trees, I'll find you 100 bidden in 
fences, rubbish, build ings, boxes, and 
even in th» earth to a depth of six or 
eight inches, where it is cloddy and 
loose. If the officer who issued the 
above "warning" burns op every fruit 
treo in his county, I'll insure him that 
he will not k 11 one in 100 of the codlin 
moths hibernating there. 


The moths begin to appear when the 


thermometer first reaches SO degrees, 
Bay in April; and new crops ot thorn are 
constantly emerging from the chrysalis 
etato till stopped by cold in autumn— 
any in tho COD! nights In tho laitor part 
of September, probably have flvo suc- 
cessive brouds in n seagou here in Fresno 
county.
